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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. The drawings were received on 1/26/2006. These drawings are acceptable. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Baldwin; 
6807036. 

Baldwin discloses a ground fault circuit interrupter GFCI 5 having line terminals 
22, 24 and face plate receptacles 38, 40 and load or feedthrough terminals 26, 28. The 
GFCI 5 uses a GFCI chip 10 with an output 12 to a microprocessor 14; a FET 16 is 
powered, via the microprocessor 14 to energize solenoid 15, thus closing contacts 18, 
20 to establish a conductive path between line terminals 22, 24 and faceplate 
receptacles 38, 40 and load or feedthrough terminals 26, 28. The GFCI 5 uses four sets 
of contacts 18, 20; opened and closed simultaneously by solenoid 15, to remove power 
from the face receptacles 38, 40 and any downstream receptacles, via wiring from load 
or feedthrough terminals 26, 28. Detection of a ground fault condition at a load 
connected to one of the face receptacles 38, 40 or the feedthrough terminals 26, 28 is 
implemented by a current sense transformer 42 and a grounded neutral detection 
transformer 44, the GFCI chip 10 which has a direct input into the microprocessor 14; 
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and are powered from the AC input terminals 22, 24 by means of a full-wave bridge 
rectifier 29 and filter capacitor 31 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 6-14 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments, see Amendment, filed 1/26/2006, with respect to the 
rejection(s) of the Figures have been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, 
the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further consideration, a new 
ground(s) of rejection is made in view of Prior Art, see above.
